Financial report from San Diego 
diocese takes new form this year

Financial reports fromthe 
diocese of San Diego, pu- 
blished as a supplement to 
this issue of the Southern 
Cross, have taken a new 
form this year. 

Instead of the operating 


accounts for the year, the 
accountants have drawn up 


balance sheets for the va- 
rious departments contain- 
ed in the reports. 


THE PRINCIPAL ac- 
counts published are those 
for the diocese itself, the 
department of educational 
ministry, department of 
education and the Catholic 
Community Services. 


In a statement from the 


diocese published with the 
reports, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher says, “The primary 
resource of the diocese is 
not money but the grace of 
God and the dedicated work 
of the laity, clergy and 
religious who serve those in 
need.” 


Explaining that the “bal- 
ance sheet” type of finan- 
cial presentation is used 
this year, the diocesan 
statement adds that “it may 
be difficult to comprehend. 
Fund accounting was de- 
veloped as a tool of manage- 
ment for non-profit entities 
and not for public report- 
ing.” 


THE STATEMENT asks 
readers “to be patient” as 
they review the reports. 


Copies of the reports have 
been sent to all parishes in 
addition to their publication 
on pages.11 through 18 of 
this week’s newspaper.

Consultors to merge 
with priests’ senate

The priests’ senate and 
the diocesan board of con- 
sultors will, inthe future, be 
one group. ; 


Following debate in the 
last méeting of the senate, 
Dec. 13, a vote was taken to 
accept the guidelines that 
establish a new body which 
will be both consultors 
and priests’ council or sen- 
ate. 


Although the vote was not 
unanimous, according to 
Father William Mooney, 
retiring senate president, it 
was substantially in favor. 


The vote thereby dis- 


solved the senate until 
elections in the New Yee 
provide the new mem’ 
for the joint body. 


Under the guidelines, the 
bishop will preside over 
meetings when the mem- 
bers are designated as 
“consultors” and the presi- 
dent of the senate will 
preside when the same 
group resolves itself into a 
senate or council. 


This action automatically 
dissolves the body present- 
ly known as the diocesan 
consultors who are appoint- 
ed by the bishop, except for 
ex officio representatives 
of the priests’ senate.

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A time to keep

It's strange to relate, but the birth of Jesus was 
not even on the list of the early church's feasts. In 
fact, it was not celebrated for the first three 
centuries of the Christian era. The early Christians 
were much more interested in the mystery of the 
death and resurrection of Christ, and the primary 
Christian feast was Easter. In this commemoration 
was included Sunday, or the “Day of the Lord,” asa 
weekly celebration of the resurrection. 


Today, as the jingle bells and the other 
accounterments of the Christmas season predom- 
inate in a commercialized festival, it is perhaps as 
well for us to have clear understanding of our own 
faith and its Christmas origins. 


While Easter was the main celebration, it was 
soon to be followed by the Epiphany—the 
manifestation—of Christ as a rival feast. This to the 
early Christians commemorated the baptism of 
Jesus and the official recognition of him as he really 
was, a young man—a human in nature. It was the 
church in Alexandria, Egypt, which promoted this 
feast and fixed on the date of Jan. 6. Why Jan 6? 
Because it was alredy the feast of an Egyptian god, 
and “miracle water’ was drawn from the Nile river 
in celebration. The Nile-water rite was kept in the 
baptismal rite of Christians. 


When did Christmas come? 

It was about the middle of the fourth century that 
the feast of Christmas suddenly appeared, 
celebrating the birth of Christ on Dec. 25, a pagan 


festival day. There had been opposition to previous , 


suggestions that Christ’s birthday should be 
celebrated, since birthdays were only celebrated 
by people like Pharoah and Herod. Origen (185- 
254) was one who protested as much. 


However, there had arisen a need for celebrating 
Christ’s birth because the heresy was being spread 
that Christ was not divine, and had taken on human 
form only temporarily. The council of Nicea 
condemned this teaching as erroneous. Following 
this decree it was felt that the celebration of Jesus’ 
baptism and birth at Epiphany should be changed 
and an independent date was fixed for his birthday. 


But who selected Dec. 25? It seems that during 
the reign of the first Christian emperor of Rome, 
Constantine, the feast was first mentioned—some- 
where around 336. Constantine had already ruled

that Sunday was a state holiday, and he also 
decided that Dec. 25 should be Christmas. 


Once again it was really the adoption of a pagan 
feast, as the date coincided with the feast of the 
Sun-Cult, which had been part of the Roman 
mythology. It was celebrated by lighting huge fires 
and enjoying games to mark the victory of sun over 
winter. Constantine’s wisdom in linking the pagan 
cult with the Christian has its result in today’s 
festivities. 


Spread of Christmas 


There was some attempt to suppress the feast of 
the Epiphany following the establishment of 
Christmas, but it didn’t happen, as we know. 
Epiphany lost some of its importance though it is 
still a major feast in the church. It was associated 
with the visit of the three wise men, or astrologers, 
as some now think, and we lost the connection with 
Jesus’ baptism. It was good to see, last week, a 
scientist whose speciality is the stars indicating 
that there could well have been a confluence of 
bright stars—and Halley’ s comet—around the time 
of Christ’s birth, to give credence to He biblical 
account of the Star in the East. 


Once they didn’t worry about his birth

Christmas spread throughout the church, though 
the strength of Epiphany lingered, as it does today. 
The Armenian Orthodox Church still celebrates 
Christmas on the later date of Jan. 6. The whole 
concept of Christmas led to arguments within the’ 
church and Jerusalem in particular wanted nothing 
to do with the new feast, claiming that they had 
much better knowledge of the traditions of the faith 
than anyone else.

This came from the old German 
celebration of the winter solstice. Cribs or créches, 
featuring the holy family in the stable at Bethlehem 
became a custom around the eighth century. 


The Christmas tree, now such a feature of our 
festivities, is a very late entry, coming, as it did in 
the 18th century, from Germany. The church was 
not particularly welcoming in its reaction to this 


’ novelty, though since then—as before—it has 


turned a ‘pagan’ object into a part of the Christmas 
story of good entering an evil world.

commitments and the difficulties of 
preserving a long fidelity to goals, 
ideals and lifestyles in times: of 
change. 


We are molded by the beliefs 
inculcated in us, perhaps from birth, 
and the rituals that express them. 
When they are challenged or con- 
sidered anachronistic, it is as though 
our own identity were threatened. 
Almost instinctively we will struggle 
against odds to maintain the form and 
rite that gives meaning to ourselves 
and our world. 


THE STEREOTYPE-English man or 
woman in the tropics, who faithfully 
observes the custom of 4 o’clock tea 
and dining in formal dress at 8 p.m., 
amid silver and. crystal, port and 
cigars, while savages rampage a- 
round the compound is typical of this 
kind of reaction. Foolish as it may 
seem to others, it is, in effect, their 
barricade against the insidious ero- 
sion of their “standards” by the casual 
and leisurely pace of tropical life. 


Many Catholics who cling .to the 
“old” or pre-Vatican || devotions and 
rituals. are engaged in a similar battle 
for self-preservation and the main- 
tenance of habits that have imbued 


their lives with meaning and purpose 
for so many years. It is not always easy 
to understand that although the outer 
signs may change, inner values will 
remain. 


There is a fidelity which is not 
dependent on form or custom—an 
inner faithfulness to commitment, 
whatever it may be, which is una- 
ffected by changing times and cir- 
cumstances. There is a strength of 
conviction which will survive conflict 
and challenge because it is rooted 
deeply within our person. 


WHEN OUR BELIEFS are really 
integrated and so much a part of 
ourselves that they make us what we 
are and in fact, are our identity, the 
outward expression of them is merely 
a means of communicating them to 
others and confirming them to our- 
selves. Then we may be secure 
enough to be stripped of all the 
trappings and yet remain faithful to 
what they symbolize in the inner core 
of our belief. 


Form and custom, rite and ritual, 
have immense value for us—not in 
themselves but in what they repre- 
sent. If they are not based on inner 
values and convictions, they are 
merely niceties, pleasant but point- 


tion and understanding, even the 
simplest of gestures may be fraught 
with significance and power. 


It is important, | think, to think 
about the meaning of the “traditions” . 
and: customs we take so much for 
granted at this time of the year. The 
religious significance of Advent is so 
lost upon our pagan society that even 
before Advent begins, stores are 
proclaiming “Merry Christmas” and 
carols beat out repeatedly in compe- 
tition with ringing cash register bells. 


SANTA CLAUS, the jester parody of 
once-revered St. Nicholas, mingles 
with shopping crowds earlier each 
year and the Christmas créche takes 
its premature place among the baub- 
les and bells and phony snow. Even for 
some Christians, the weeks of Advent 
are no more than liturgical milestones 
abbreviating the time to Christmas 
celebration. 


Then, perhaps, the old traditions of 
the Jesse Tree and the Advent Wreath 
may seem little more than “nice” 
things for the children to do. Would it 
change the way in which we prepare 
for this season if we really thought of it 
as not only a prelude to the birth of the 
Christ child, but also as the time of 


anticipating the second coming of the 
Savior? 


If our Advent observance and 
Christmas planning arose from the 
inner awareness of our need to recall 
that we are a waiting people, awaiting 
the coming and judgment of Christ, 
would we approach it in quite the 
same spirit that we do now? When we 
announce, “I am ready for Christ- 
mas,” does that mean that our gifts 
are packaged, our cookies baked and 
our goodies purchased—or does it 
mean that we have looked into and 
examined ourselves and made our 
acts of reconciliation, so that we may 
face our time of reckoning with a 
heartfelt “Maranatha!’’? 


IF THE SYMBOLS and rituals of 
Advent and Christmas are to have real 
and transforming meaning for us, we 
first need to discover that meaning for 
and in ourselves. Then, discovering it;. 
we may communicate to the world 
and confirm it for ourselves in the 
richness of symbolism and rite. 


Then, at last, “O Come, O Come, 
Emmanuel” will be for us less a pretty 
carol than an avowal of abandonment 
to and acceptance of the presence 
and forgiving judgement of Jesus.

For 16 years—from 1951 to 1966— 
Christmas didn’t seem complete for many 
TV viewers without the traditional broad- 
cast of Gian-Carlo Menotti’s opera, Amahl 
and the Night Visitors. 


After an absence of 12 years, this 
popular work has returned in an entirely 
new production airing Sunday, Dec. 24, at 
7 p.m. on NBC. 


The story tells of a crippled boy and his 
mother living in poverty among the 
shepherds at the time of the birth of Christ. 


The Three Kings with their gifts for the 
Child stop late one night for shelter in the 
hut of Amahl and his mother. In the 
morning, when Amahl asks them to bring 
the Babe his own gift—his crutch—he is 
miraculously cured and joins them on 
their journey to Bethlehem. 

The simple sincerity of the narrative is 
one reason why this opera wears so well 
and can be appreciated by even those of 
us who have tin ears.

SAN BERNARDINO—While a famous 
storybook tells about children having 
“visions of sugarplums” dancing in their 
heads, there is a richer symbolism in the 
writings of a prophet 500 years before 
Jesus Christ was born. 


The words in Malachi foretell the 
coming of “the sun of righteousness” 
whose rays heal and cause you to “leap 
like calves going out to pasture.” 


THE JOY OF JESUS’ birth with all of the 
mystical effects of the sacred celebration 
will come alive in hearts around the San 
Bernardino diocese and around the world 
as people gather in churches on 
Christmas Eve. 


For some, the celebration got its start on 


Dec. 16 with the traditional Posadas 
chronicling Mary and Joseph's journey into 
Bethlehem and their search for shelter 
before the birth of Christ. 


Bishop Phillip F. Straling was to parti- 
cipate in such.a pageant held.inthe simple 
surroundings of a migrant laborcamp near 
Cucamonga last Monday.

Diocesan Statement 
on reports 


The reports in. this supplement constitute a full 
disclosure of the assets, liabilities and operations of the 
administrative offices of the Diocese of San Diego as 
expressed in Note 1 to the Balance Sheet. These offices 
include those over which the bishop has direct control, such 
as the Department of Education, Office of Religious 
Education and Catholic Community Services. It does not 
include the assets, liabilities or the operations of the 
parishes, schools, newspaper or certain other ministerial 
services. 


These statements have been prepared by a professional 
accounting firm in accordance with generally accepted 
accounting practices. Letters of explanation from the firm 
are included in the supplement. 


The system of accounting used by the Diocese of San 
Diego is based on that approved by the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops: and is known as “fund accounting.” 
Within’ fund accounting, the funds are accounted for 


~ according to their nature and purpose. The Diocese uses five 


separate fund groups: Current funds, Quasi-endowment 
funds, Plant funds, Deposit and loan funds, and Bequest, 
endowment and custodial funds. 

Current funds constitute the operating funds of the 
Diocese, and the revenues and expenditures for normal 
diocesan operations. 


Quasi-endowment funds are those funds gither willed or 


donated by various individuals to the Church. While these 
funds are not legally restricted, the bishop has earmarked 
them for spiritual use such as for the perpetual care of Holy 
Cross Cemetery. 


Plant funds. The land, buildings and equipment belonging 
to the administrative office are carried in this fund. 


Deposit and loan funds contain the monies used by the 
various parishes to finance the construction of parish plants 
and other facilities. It operates on a deposit and loan basis. 


Bequest, endowment and custodial funds represent gifts 
for restricted purposes: made to the diocese. 


The Balance Sheet is a statement of the assets, liabilities 
and fund balances of the Diocese as of June 30, 1978, the 
close of the last fiscal year. This type of presentation may be 
difficult to comprehend. Fund accounting was developed as 
a tool of management for non-profit entities and not for 
public reporting. The reader is asked to be patient as the 
report is reviewed. 


It is also noted that the current fund is indebted primarily 
to the Deposit and loan fund in the amount of $3,549,152. 
This must be repaid to make the fund whole. Itis common in 
church accounting to borrow from the Deposit and loan fund 
when necessary, since that is the purpose of this fund. While 
needs continue to grow, the drain on diocesan resources to 
meet these evergrowing needs is becoming critical.

Service to the People 


_ This report of the Diocese of San Diego is an accounting for 
the resources entrusted to it for use during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1978. Because of the diversity of services 
provided by the various offices of the diocese, it is truly a 
challenge to give a report that is both comprehensive and 
understandable. Therefore, this report attempts to set forth 
more than just the financial aspects of the Church at work in 
this part of Southern California. 


“The primary resource of the Diocese of San Diego is not 
money but the Grace of God and the dedicated work of laity, 


clergy and religious who serve those in need,” said Bishop — 


Leo T. Maher. “The accomplishments of the pastoral, 
educational and charitable offices have spiritual direction 
that cannot be measured solely in dollar figures.” 


The work of the Diocese of San Diego is made possible by 
the contributions of the generous parishioners in their 
churches every Sunday and by their support of the annual 
Stewardship campaign. 


A large part of these donations remains within the parish 
community. The offices of the diocese disburse only a partial 
segment of the resources donated by the people of God. 
These contributions are returned to the people through 
various educational programs such as: Confraternity of 
Christian Doctrine, Adult Education, Religious Education for 
the Spanish Speaking, Special Religious Education for the 
Handicapped, Diocesan Tuition Scholarship Assistance, 
and the Campus Newman Apostolate. 


In examining the work of the social service arm of the — 


diocese, the variety of programs Catholic Community 


Services provides throughout the two counties of the diocese | 


may be noted. Available are marriage and family counseling, 
alcohol and drug rehabilitation services, counseling for 


unwed mothers, emergency financial and food assistance 


programs, as well as multiple services for senior citizens. 
The Mexican-American Commission and the Office of Ethnic 
Affairs, both sponsored by Catholic Community Services, 
assist Spanish-speaking Catholics and other minorities with 
problems of language or cultural differences. 

The sacrifices and generosity of the people of the Diocese 
of San Diego extend far beyond the boundaries -of the. 
diocese. Contributions to the poor of the world through the 


Campaign for Human Development, the Catholic Relief 


Services and the Society for the Propagation of the Faith 
highlight the giving ways of the people of the Diocese. 


Property, ordinarily an index to wealth, plays almost the 
opposite role in Church finance. For business organizations 
devoted to profit making, property either brings in money or 
it is sold. For organizations, such as the church, using 
property to give service makes no profit and. every year 
demands money for upkeep. To record the property of a 
business is to record an element of profit making. To record 
the property for the diocese is to record an index of an annual 
gift which the Diocese makes to those in need. Those who 
call property held by Church agencies, “the wealth of the 
Church” rarely understand that it is quite the opposite. 


The financial statements reflect a continuing effort to use 
the limited funds of the diocese in a most effective way.

1. Basis of presentation 


Organization and activities - The Diocesan Office of The Roman 
Catholic Bishop of San Diego is part Corporation Sole of the Diocese 
of San Diego and has no separate legal status or existence. The 
Diocesan Office activities’ comprise the collection of parish 
assessments, stewardship contributions and certain other receipts 
which are used to finance educational, religious, community and 
human development programs in addition to the administration of 
the Catholic Diocese of San Diego. The Roman Catholic Bishop 
holds title to the land, buildings and equipment and other assets 
utilized by the Diocesan Office. 


The Diocesan Office Accounts exclude the activities of parishes, 


- schools, cemeteries, the newspaper and certain other ministerial 


functions. Each of these activities, even though they report to the 
Bishop, is an operating entity distinct from the Diocesan Office. 


Fund balances - Diocesan funds are segregated according to 
their availability for use in Diocesan operations. Quasi endowment 
funds are those funds segragated by the Bishop for the specific 
uses indicated. Restricted. fumds can be disbursed only in 
compliance with restrictions specified by donors. 

2. Notes receivable secured by real estate 

Included in notes receivable secured by real estate is $2,900,089 
which represents cash advanced to or on behalf of American Boys 
Ranch. The Ranch was sold in July 1977 for net proceeds to the 
Diocese of $1,688,000 (consisting of cash $338,000 and notes 
receivable of $450,000 and $900,000 due December 31, 1978 and 
December 30, 1979, respectively). Accordingly, an allowance of 
$1,550,089 has been established. 


3. Deposit and loans funds 
The Diocesan Office administers a loans-in-aid program which 


finances the construction of parish plants and other Diocesan . 


facilities. Interest at 6% is charged on such loans. These loans are 
made primarily from loan repayments and deposits by Diocesan 
entities which bear interest at 5%.. 


Included in loans is a note receivable from the University of San 
Diego (USD) in the amount of $1,657,533, representing cash 


advances made to USD by the Diocese. iti is the Diocese’s policy to. 


forgive this debt to the extent of scholarships granted by USD, notto 
exceed $50,000 annually. Accordingly, this amount is included i in 
the allowance for doubtful accounts. 


4. Subsequent events 


In July 1978, the counties of Riverside and San Beinardive were 
designated as a new diocese. The effect on the future financial 
position of the Diocese of San Diego is not presently determinable.

2. Accounts receivable and accounts payable 


CCS administers the payroll for certain religious and 
governmental programs. Funding of these payroll costs is initially 
provided to CCS by The Roman Catholic Diocese of San Diego 
(Diocese), which is subsequently reimbursed by the program 
sponsors. During 1978 The Diocese provided approximately 
$520,000 of payroll funds of which $394,00 was reimbursed by 
CCS. At June 30, 1978, CCS was indebted to the Diocese for 
approximately $83,000 by program sponsors. 


CCS’ other receivables at June 30, 1978 consist of approximately 
$30,770 (unaudited) of unpaid counseling fees. 


CCS’ accounts payable include approximately $11,100 due the 
Diocesan pension plan at June 30, 1978.

1. Accounting policy and basis of financial statements 


The General Fund of the Department of Education is a division of 
The Roman Catholic Diocese of San Diego Education and Welfare 
Corporation and has no separate legal status or existence. The 
Corporation holds title to the equipment and facilities used by the 
Department. Maintenance of these items is paid by the Depart- 
ment’s General Fund and charged to expense as incurred. Capital 
expenditures for. plant and equipment are accounted for as 
transfers to the Diocesan Office. In addition, the Department was 
charged $9,912 rent by The Roman Catholic Bishop for office 
space during the year ended June 30, 1978. 


The Department derives its primary revenue from school tax 
assessments levied against the parochial, diocesan, and private 
schools of the Diocese. These assessments are based on the 
enrollment of the schools in September of the prior year. 


2. Pension plan 


Non-religious personnel have an option to participate in a 
pension plan of the Diocese of San Diego. The plan is funded as the 
estimated plan costs accrue by equal contributions from the 
participants and the Department. Pension fund costs of the 
Department were $140 for the year ended June 30, 1978. 

3. Funds held for others 

The Department acts as a collection and disbursing agent in the 
Diocese for parish subsidies to Catholic high schools. During the 
year ended June 30, 1978, subsidies totaling $13,030 were 
received and disbursements totaling $62,499 were made. At June 
30, 1978, the Department held $5,836 ($55,305 in 1977) of such 
funds which are available for future high school support.

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Why is the church 
so lenient to 
other faiths? 


By Mary C. Maher 


Interfaith dialogue is a welcome breadth of hope in our day. 
Since Vatican Council II and various meetings of the World 
Council of Churches, ecumenical dialogue is being more 
earnestly pursued. 


Interfaith dialogue between Jews and Christians is now also 
characterized by a fragile, but firm hope, that it will grow 
stronger and take into account deeper issues like the future of 
Israel and Christian responsibility in the Holocaust. 


EASTERN RELIGIONS are also not on the American 
scene, offering many people a fuller life and deeper ways of 
spiritual growth. 


To some, all this dialogue is a threat. It is a source of fear that 
the truths that people were taught all their lives about the 
validity of only their religion no longer holds. 


I recall my youth in Minnesota and the prohibition many of us 
received against attending courses in comparitive religion at 
that state’s university. It was as if exposure to traditions other 
than one’s own courted loss of faith. : 


OF COURSE, a faith that fragile would not withstand much 
human life anyway. Besides, in a world as mobile as ours, one 
needed to be a non-reader, or better, a non-thinker, not to 
confront what the media were saying to and about religion of all 
traditions. 


Ecumenical and interfaith sharing are here to stay. This 
sharing is not a religious delicacy for the intellectually inclined, 
but is for all ‘of us. It is sign of growth. 


Genuine ecumenical and interfaith dialogue actually 
supports one’s own tradition. This dialogue does not rule out all 
other traditions as genuine expressions of God’s concern for 
man or man’s approach to the divine. 


ONLY A BADLY constructed ideology of neo-liberalism 
seeks to reduce all traditions into their lowest common 
denominator and to call that residue “unity.” 


Interfaith and ecumenical dialogue demand a kind of tough 
intellectualism that specializes in understanding rather than 
polemics, in acceptance of others’ traditions as authentic and 
valid for them. 


A good analogy can be drawn from the area of human 
relationships. Two people who are friends never blend into one. 
Friendship maximizes the possibility for each to be truly who he 
is. Good human relationships, like good religious sharings, do 
not end with the loss of integral, distinguishing features of each 
party involved. 


IF FAITH IN ONE’S tradition is lost by exposure to that of 
another, the chances of its being sturdy in the first place were 
pretty slim. Learning one’s own tradition is not inoculation from 
everyone else’s—that assumes only health in one’s own camp. 


There are exceptions to that remark on today’s scene: The 
Unification Church, for example, and others like it tend to 
position their teaching at at the point of greatest vulnerability 
for rejection of one’s learned tradition, that is in the time of 
transitional youth’s breaking from parental bound. 


- Likewise, the Jews for Jesus are not any marvelous sect that 
leads into new ecumenical areas. They offend both Christianity 
and Judaism by understanding neither. 


IN THE DAYS to come, only understanding which bears 
translation into and out of human life will keep people in any 
tradition. 


And, especially in this sense, churches have a good deal to 
say to each other about the true nature of their belief in Christ. 
The churches and synagogues of our nation have a good deal to 
hope for together as they search out in contemporary terms 
the basic assertion of both: that God acts in history. 


We have moved in recent times through the “hands off” 
policy toward other traditions; that is, no contact, no 
contamination. Often it was replaced with coffee-times. We 
have now moved through those times to the beginning of 
serious dialogue. 


Perhaps it is the present time that would have most rejoiced 
the heart of the church’s Pope John XXIII, who assembled an 
ecumenical council and, likewise, begged pardon for all the 
Christian blindness toward Jews through the centuries. 


His spirit, like that of his favorite, Francis of Assisi, was one of | 


‘struggle for truth at a depth where it is wed with compassion 
and affirmation of those differnt from oneself—not lesser 
brothers, by far, for their distinguishing characteristics.

The living water

Hostility between Jews and Samaritans was of long standing 
and had increased in bitterness during the five centuries 
preceding the lifetime of Jesus. 


In order to avoid trouble, a Jew would usually bypass 


Samaria on a trip from Judea to Galilee. Jesus, however, threw 
caution to the winds and took the direct route. And, as might 
have been expected, he encountered hostility. 


IN THE HEAT of noonday he came to the famous well of 
Jacob in the heart of Samaritan territory. Tired and thirsty, he 
sank down by the well to rest while his disciples went off to buy 
provisions. 


Along came a woman from the town to draw water and Jesus 
asked her to get him a cool drink. She bristled and replied, with 


mixed antagonism and surprise: “You are a Jew. How can you ° 


ask me, a Samaritan and a woman, for a drink?” (John 4:9). 


“A Samaritan and a woman!” Jews considered these 
“halfbreeds” unclean. The very idea of using their drinking 
utensils was revolting. And aside from the fact that no rabbi 
would speak in public with any woman, there was the additional 
consideration that Samaritan women were thought un- 
speakably filthy. : 


HER REACTION, then, was quite understandable. But 
Jesus paid no attention to it. He saw neither a Samaritan nor a 
woman; he saw a human person, and that was all that mattered 
to him. 


Rather than rebuffing her, he offered her the possibility of 


drawing water from the well of life, the well of the Spirit. 
“If only you recognized God’s gift, and who it is thatisasking — 


you for a drink, you would have asked him instead, and he 
would have given you living water” (John 4:10).. 


IT IS A COMMON feature of the dialogues in the fourth 
gospel to have Jesus make a statement which can be 
interpreted in two ways. Consistently his interlocutor picks up 
the wrong meaning, and this gives him (or the evangelist) the 
opportunity to explain the correct meaning at some length. 


So it is here. “Living water” was a common expression for 
the clear running water of a stream, and this is how she takes it. 


Rather sarcastically, she remarks that he is unable even to 
draw water from the well, much less produce this flowing water, 
and taunts him with the further remark: “Surely you do not 
pretend to be greater than our ancestor Jacob, who gave us 
this well” (John 4:12). : 


THIS IS A FINE example of the irony of which the gospel of 
John is so fond. The Christian reader will recognize that she 
has said more than she realized, for Jesus is indeed 
incomparably greater than Jacob, and capable of giving the 
truly life-giving water of the Spirit. 


Again he pays no attention to her meanness but simply 
contrasts the water of the well, which slakes thirst for a while, 
and the water he can give, which satisfies thirst permanently 


and, indeed, becomes “a fountain of life leaping up to provide 


eternal life” (John 4:14). 


She still does not understand—how could she?—but Jesus’ 
self-possession and courtesy are getting to her, and her reply 
now is noticeably more respectful: “Give me this water, sir, so 
that I shall not grow thirsty and have to keep coming here to 
draw water” (John 4:15). 


NOW THAT JESUS has melted her reserve, he proceeds 


- to impress her with his prophetic insight. His apparently 


innocent request that she go get her husband leads her to 
reveal her questionable marital status and gives him the chance 
to reveal to her that he knows more about it than she would 
care to discuss. 


Embarrassed, she abruptly changes the subject, but not 
before acknowledging his prophetic character and, later, the 
possibility that he might even be the Messiah. 


At any rate, the new subject helps Jesus to develop his main 
point, the primacy of the life of the spirit. “God is Spirit” (John 
4:24) is not a definition of the divine essence so much as a 
description of his activity. 


IT IS HE WHO, in a continuous act of creation, imparts the 
Spirit that enables people to worship him “in spirit and truth,” 
that is, authentically, really, regardless of external cir- 
cumstances of place or time. It is this Spirit, this “living water,” 
which Jesus has been offering the woman. 


Little by little she is beginning to understand, thanks to 


~ Jesus’ patience, his refusal to be ruffled. And when the disciples 


return, she rushes off to share the good news with her 
townspeople. 


The evangelist calls attention to the detail that she left her 
water jar behind. So that Jesus could finally satisfy his thirst? 
Or because he had satisfied hers? ; 
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Mahatma Gandhi

All through the modern era, Christians in Europe and 
America have assumed that their faith was rather a demanding 


- affair, oneithat even the loose-livers and born-againers could 


agree that honestly observing it was no mean feat, if not 
impossible at least unlikely. 


Consequently, it is something of a shock to. confront 
Mohandas K. Gandhi, the great Indian religious and political 
leader. For here was a man shot down for his beliefs on the 
streets of Delhi in 1948, a man who led a life of astonishing 
asceticism, a man who seems to have known and practiced all 
of the most difficult aspects of our religion—chastity, love of 
enemies, forgiveness, fasting, work, love of the poor. 


HE ACTUALLY thought Christians a bit narrow, people 
who would have been more effective if they had practiced what 
they preached, a not unknown suspicion among Christians 
themselves. 


No Christian in living memory has, in fact, heard preached 
from our pulpits a spiritual doctrine so insistent on self-control, 
mortification, prayer, and penance. (We even gave up 
abstinence on Friday. Gandhi abstained from milk and eggs. In 
many ways, then, Gandhi makes most of us seem like pikers.) 


Yet, Gandhi also strikes us as hopelessly naive. He wanted to 
give everyone a spinning wheel and did not like technology at 
all. He was afflicted with what most of us would call scruples. 


AS A BOY, rebellion took the form of eating meat and 
smoking cigarettes, something that strikes us as charmingly 


.innocent. He filched money- and agonized over it like 


Augustine over the pears. He was also tempted to be too 
dapper and waste money on neat ties. His confessions of guilt 
to his father seem more agonizing than anything associated 
with the much maligned Irish pastor. : 


He constantly worried about purity of thought, even though 
he was legitimately married at 13. (His model of self-control in 
this area was as strict as anything in the New Testament or St. 


- Ignatius. When he swatted his son, who deserved it, he was 


anguished beyond words.) = 


Sometimes his asceticism takes strange turns to us. When 
he discovered that two young pupils he was responsible for 
were going the way of the world, so to speak, he reacted not by 
punishing them, but by going on a week’s complete fast plus a 
further four and a half months on one meal a day. 


IMAGINE RUNNING discipline at Central High on that ; 


basis! The teachers’ union would never stand for it. 


But fasting was his cure for almost everything, and indeed 
some of his greatest political triumphs were acheived by his 
fasting. 


Gandhi had_ beliefs that seem distinctly odd to us. “The 


worship of the cow is the Hindu’s unique contribution to the 
evolution of humanitarianism.” 

YET, HIS REASON for this is something most helpful to 
our own Catholic concern for respect of all -life. “It (cow 
worship) is a practical application of belief in the oneness, and, 
therefore, sacredness of all life.” Gandhi is far closer to 
Christianity than he is to the abortionists. 


The most noteworthy principles of spiritual life and practice 
Gandhi learned from his experiences in England and South 
Africa. His three basic ideas were: 


Non cooperation in the life of a community which denied 
the elementary life of men; 

Non-violence, to do no harm to the oppresor, to suffer 
injury but not to return it; and 

Service of the oppresor, helping, relieving, and aiding him as 
it was possible. . 

He believed he should first and always serve love and truth, 


never to compromise on these in any way. He believed he ~ 


should give up all and nothing could touch him. 


Yet Gandhi did not believe his politics or public life was the 
most important thing. i 

“MY MAHATMASHIP (spiritual title) is worthless. It is due 
to my outward activities, due to my politics, which is the least 
part of me. What is of abiding worth is my insistence on truth, 


_ non-violence and purity, which is the real part of me.” 


The interior life came first. “Supplicating worship, prayers 
are no superstition; they are acts more real than the acts of 
eating, drinking, sitting of walking. It is no exaggeration to say 
that they alone are real, all else is unreal.” 

_ So, what are we to make of a spirituality stricter for its 
adherents than Christianity? Of a lawyer with piety? of a man 
who could tell a conference of Indian Christians simply: 


~“TF WAS MORE than I could believe, that Jesus was the 


only incarnate son of God, and that only he who believedin him. 


would have everlasting life. “If God could have a son, then all 
men were his sons. If Jesus was like God, or God himself, then 
all men were like God and could be God himself.” 


Gandhi, like Christianity, believed he should accept the truth 
wherever he found it, that men who differed should still love 
and tolerate each other, suffer for each other. (Indeed, 
Gandhi's basic idea, that if someone persecutes us, we should 
fast, suffer for him, has some roots in Tolstoy’s version of 
Christianity.) : 


Gandhi appears quaint, as he himself admitted. And the 
great French Catholic philosopher, Jacques Maritain, doubted 
if Gandhi’s methods would have worked against anyone but the 
British, whose empire and sense of humanity Gandhi deeply 
appreciated. 2 


SOMETIMES Gandhi’s lack of theological precision is 
maddening, yet ultimately we can agree, “There is nothing 
permanent, nothing everlasting save God: himself.” 


The spirituality of:Gandhi leads to the uniqueness of Jesus, 


_ to how we men and women can be children of God, to how we 


can be like him. 


. : _ Because Jesus was so kind to her and spoke so 2 
nicely, the woman was sorry she had been mean to 


him and she said, “I would like that kind of water.” 


| Then Jesus told her some things about her life that 
_she thought no one knew, so she knew that he must 


be a very wonderful person, and wondered who he 
was. 


Because Jesus was so kind and gentle towards

the special love God has for people and she wanted 
to stay near him. But Jesus’ friends came back with 
food and the woman went away. She ran into the 
town and told everyone about what Jesus had said 
about “living water.” : 
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Moving ahead 
as one people

Hennie Maartens worked as a public servant for over a 
dozen years in the Republic of South Africa. Later he was called 
to become a minister in the Dutch Reformed Church. 


Today, he and his wife Maretha, both in their mid-30s, make 
their home in East London, a small port city on the coast of the 


Indian Ocean, where they serve a large parish of that Dutch - 


Reformed Church. It is Mr. Maartens’ first position as a 
minister and one he has held less than a year. 


THIS IS A WHITE congregation, a community of Christian 
believers, most of whom have deep roots in South Africa. Their 
forebears, generations ago, came to the beautiful land, helped 
settle and develop it. Now some of these people fear for the 
future of their country, even to the point of emigrating. 


The majority, however, while they feel an uneasiness, a 
worry about the political situation, still wish to remain in this 
nation they call home. 


Hennie and Maretha walk a delicate path in that context. 
Aware of existing injustices and convinced about the need for 
change, they seek to move the congregation in the right 
direction, but try to do so gradually, patiently, persuasively. 


HENNIE PREACHES about love and justice for all, 
regardless of color. Maretha quietly, but with determination, 
brings about racial improvements on the very practical level. 


Both give good example in their home of what a better, 
integrated world can be. 


Not many years ago it would have been shocking for people 
to learn that a black or colored (mixed race) minister and his 
wife had been dinner guests at the parish house. That 
departure from a separatist, white-superiority tradition would 
even now stun the Maartens’ parents. 


In the past, black domestics often received second class 
treatment—scraps for food, inferior beds, no hot water, no 
heaters for their rooms. The Maartens have tried to share these 
things on a more equitable basis with the live-in employees, 
dealing with them as equal members of the family. 


MARETHA has organized or inspired a number of events or 
activities which have brought blacks, coloreds and whites 
together. The Women’s Missionary Alliance supplied a'large, 
expensive and much-needed cooking pot for a black minister 
and his congregation. They were surprised later when the 
grateful clergyman returned with a truck full of pineapples. 


The parish hired a bus to bring colored youngsters for a film 
being screened at the church hall for its own boys and girls. - 


Young people from the Dutch Reformed Church visited a 
hospital for black crippled children and plan a return at 
Christmas to stage a party for them. 


THE CHURCH COUNCIL (by one vote) approved an 
integrated Church Women United day of prayer. 


Here in the United States, with our short memories, these 
steps may seem minimal; in South Africa they represent 
significant barriers broken down by concerned Christians. 


Mr. Maartens’ preaching heavily emphasizes St. Paul’s 
words to the Romans. “Have the same attitude toward all.” 
(12:16). “His death was death to sin, once and for all.” (6:10). 
“The Kingdom of God is not a matter of eating or drinking, but 
of justice, peace, and the joy that is given by the Holy Spirit.” 
(14:17). 


CHRISTIANS in South Africa, like the Maartens, more and 
more are crossing denominational boundary lines to work 
together for such justice and peace. Those efforts perfectly 
fulfill the ideal sketched in paragraph 12 of the Vatican Council 
Il “Decree on Ecumenism.” ’ 


“Cooperation among Christians vividly expresses the bond 
which already unites them. It should use every possible means 
to relieve the afflictions of our times, such as famine and natural 
disasters, illiteracy and poverty, lack of housing, and the 
unequal distribution of wealth. 


“Through such cooperation, all believers in Christ are able to 
learn easily how they can understand each other better and 
esteem each other more, and how the road to the unity of 
Christians may be made smooth.”

Don't blame it on St. Nicholas

“Go with laughter” is the delightful fare- 
well you will receive in the land of St. Nicholas, 
the namesake of our Santa Claus. What we 
know of St. Nicholas is mostly legend, but if fact 
is stranger than fiction, legend is the deeper 
truth behind fact. 


_Itwas about 300 years after the birth of Jesus 
that Nicholas was chosen by chance—or the 
direction of the Spirit—to be bishop of Myra, 
now called Demre, in Asia Minor. 


THE EMPEROR DIOCLETIAN, fearing a 
flourishing Christianity, persecuted the 
Christians and imprisoned and_ tortured 
Nicholas. Emperor Constantine finally restored 
the rights of Christians and the fame of 
Nicholas spread. 


Many miracles are attributed to Nicholas but 
the one famous story which made him the 
legendary Santa Claus had nothing to do with 
miracles but with his kindness and tact. 


Three daughters of an impoverished noble- 
man, having no dowry, had little chance of 
being married. There was even a danger that 
they might be sold into slavery or vice. During 
the night Nicholas is said to have thrown three 
bags of gold through their open windows so 
that they might have dowries. 


THIS IS SAID to have been the beginning of 
the custom of leaving gifts secretly on the eve of 
the feast of St. Nicholas (Dec. 6) and eventually 
on Christmas Eve. (Also the pawnshop’s logo, 
the three golden balls, is supposed to have its 
origin in the three bags of gold.) 

Thousands of churches were named in honor 
of St. Nicholas and he was made the official 
patron saint of Russia.

The joyful excitement the child finds in 
discovering gifts around the Christmas tree fits 
in very welt with the joyful discovery that God 
became incarnate in the most surprising and 
romantic way, coming to the poorest of people 
in the poorest of places in the quiet of the night 
and announced to shepherds by angels.

and fantasies by filling up ourlittleness withthe . 


impossible dream. 


God promises the wildest, most wonderful 
things in the Bible and we believe...and we wait. 


God promised Abraham he would be the 


father of a great nation. Moses would lead his 
people to the promised land. A new David 
would make all things right. There will be pearly 
gates in the heavenly kingdom. 


ONLY FAITH COULD SEE the answer to any of 
those promises. By faith we see the fulfillment 
of all those promises in the person of Jesus. On — 
that first Christmas day we know by faith that 
the Father gave mankind the greatest gift 
possible, his only son.
